The  existence  of  so  many  colleges  in 
this  country,  most  of  them  feeble,  inade 
q  uately  endowed  inUitutioii*,  incapacitated 
for  efficient  usefulneos  in  the  sphere  of 
higher  education  marked  out  for  them 
selves,  was  deprecated  by  the  association 
wjtb  great  unanimity  of  sentiment.  At 
the  same  rime  it  was  deemed  possible  for 
most  of  them  to  occupy  a  valuable  position 
as  high  intermediate  schools  like  the  Ger¬ 
man  gymnasia  and  a  few  of  the  bcs[  quali¬ 
fied  of  them  to  be  continued  as  colleges  to 
fit  young  men  for  the  real  universities  of 
the  country,  os  Harvard,  Yale,  Cornell, 
Michigan  and  Princeton* 

A  resolution  recommending  the  creation 
by  Congress  of  a  national  University,  well 
endowed  and  able  to  furnish  a  genuine 
university  education  meb  as  can  now  be 
obtained  only  at  the  leading  universities  of 
Europe,  was  posted  with  hardly  a  dissent- 
tug  voice.  The  tendency  of  such  an  insti¬ 
tution,  firmly  established  and  properly 
equipped,  would  be,  it  was  thought,  to 
elevate  the  standard  ot  all  other  universi¬ 
ties,  colleges  and  other  educational  institu¬ 
tions  in  tbe  country.  It  was  argued  that 
mch  a  national  university  would  be  tbe 
appropriate  head  of  the  American  common 
school  system.  We  woofd  add  that  it 
Would  be  ths  fitting  adjunct  of  the  nation¬ 
al  bureau  of  education  now  doing  so  much 
to  stimulate  and  develop  the  educational 
cause  in  this  country. 

A  committee  Af  thirteen  gentlemen  wag 
appointed,  of  which  J.  W.  Hoyt,  of  Wia- 
Doshs,  b  Chairman,  to  lay  this  matter  be¬ 
fore  Congress  at  ita  neat  session,  and  to 
ask  for  the  institution  a  suitable  endow¬ 
ment. 

The  co-education  of  the  sexes  received, 
os  was  to  be  expected,  an  earnest  consider¬ 
ation.  Valuable  papers  on  the  subject 
were  read  by  Dr*  E.  H.  Clark  of  Boston, 
Prof,  J,  H,  Orton  of  Vassar  College, 
Poughkeepsie,  and  Prof.  J .  K,  Qosmer  of 
University  oi  Missouri. 

14  The  conclusion  which  was  reached  by 
most  of  the  members  of  the  association 
touching  upon  this  subject  was.  I  think, 
that  when  co-education  is  properly  con- 
d  acted,  the  difference  of  sex  is  not  a  source 
of  very  much  difficulty,  but  that  the  ar* 
guments  of  Dr.  Clarke  and  Prof  Orton 
against  pitting  girls  against  hnys  in  the 
edtjcal tonal  race  are  dearrvi ng  of  the  most 
serious  consideration.  All  were  disposed 
to  admit  that  the  peculiarities  of  the 
female  organizHtfon,  mental  and  physical, 
should  be  considered  in  this  matter,  sod 
that  the  work  assigned  the  female  should 
not  be  greater  than  her  constitution  can 
properly  sustain/'
